EMBARGO. 

The act laying: the embargo has never 
been advocated gs a measure expedient in 
Uself. It was admitted by tiose whowvoted 
for it on the president’s recommendation 
to bein itself an evil. But it was necessa- 
ry. They, to be sure, did not defend it on 
this ground, for they neither saw nor pro- 
essed to see its necessity. But the presi- 
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dent “ had recommenced it on his high re- ji 


sponsibility ;” and, forgetting that they too 
were responsible, they voted for it on his 
recommendation. But that was necessary. 
The president had found it necessary to re- 
commend, kc. But wherefore was the re- 
commendation necessary? Because it had 
been recommended by Bonaparte? By no 
means. His imperial majesty does not re- 
commend! But it was necessary because 
of the unpleasant posture of our external 
relations. But this, too, was an acknow- 
ledged misfortune. In itself,therefore, the 
embargo is allowed by its own friends to be, 
at least, but an i// effect of an ill cause of a 
necessary recommendation. “rom what fre- 
vious cause or combination of causes, this ill 
cause, this unhappy state of our foreign re- 
lations, has arisen, no pen nor tongue in 
the mysteries of the American cabinct will 
deign to tell. And the reason is obvious. 
It is well known to have arisen from the 
neglect and mismanagement of our own 
government, or from these in conjunction 
with the outrages upon the law of nations 
and upon the sanctity of treaties, which we 
have tolerated, because committed by our 
good republican ally the French. 
The situation of this country, even sup- 


_ pering-the best adimimistration of its gov- 


ernment, has for some time past been ex- 
tremely critical; France—England—Ame- 
rica—whatever be thought of their compa- 
rative greatness, these three powers hold 
the entire domition of the civilized world. 
There exists not a fourth to contest their 
claims or dispute their pretensions. How 
long this extraordinary state of things shall 
continue, God only knows. Itis, indeed, a 
most feurful subject of prediction. But it 
is possible that these great rivals, by pur- 
suing a policy dictated by that reciprocal 
jealousy of each other which must result 
feora a wise retrospect of the past an an en- 
lightened foresight, might long maintain 
the balance of empire. But without the 
providence and vigilance of such a policy ; 
if there is any truth in history ; if any ex- 
perience may be-relicd on; und if the na- 
ture of man shall continue what it has hi- 
therto been; it is infallibly inipossible this 
balance should long be preserve. No ex- 
perimental truth in politics is clearer than 
this. Ie however sddresses itself more 
emphatically to the interest of this covn- 
try than to that of England or Prance. The 
policy of those governments is war—war, 
not for liberty, not for the security of ex- 
isting rights—but for conquest, for plun- 
der, for that exclusive usurpation and mo- 
nopoly of privilege, which God never mace 
any nation to suffer but asthe punishment 
of its remissness. It is the criterion of 
such 2 policy to be ever on its guard—to 
watch and to ward off evcry approaching 
danger. But this is far from being the case 
in a government like ours, which mukes 
the arts of peace its chief study, and whose 





arming in the extreme. 
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highest ambition soars not above submis- 
sion to the lawsof neutral justice. Sucha 
government is in perpetual hazardof grow- 
ing too remiss and secure. The rectitude 
of its views, the pacific temper of its dispo- 
sion, and the peaceful object of 2) its 
pursuits inspire, naturally, a degree of con- 
fidence in the justice of other nations, 
which, though certainly honorable in itself, 
is no fess certainly unmerited, and which 
tends to the most dangerous effects. ‘his 
is an evil incident to neutral policy in any 
government, under the best administration, 
and in the most peaceable times. It al- 
ways requires the most exact impartiality 
to be practised and the most watchful eye 
to be kept towards every nation. Butin a 
republican government, and in such peril- 
ous times as these, when the flames of war 
are desolating the whole earth, it is greatly 
increased. And when, in such times, go- 
vernment is inthe hands of a feeble, negli- 
gent, partial administration, it becomes a- 
Such an adminis- 
tration is Thomas Jeflerson’s. “It has been 
distinguished throughout, bat more espe- 
cially in the last three years of it, for a syse 
tem of policy in regard to foreign nations, 
which, it.should seem, can be the ofspriag 
of ‘nothing. but that, grand political fallacy 
which has ruined so many republics, and 
tickled the fancy of so many visivaary the- 
orists, viz. the dallacy of considering man- 
kindto be every where (but in England) 
what they ougAt, instead of what they are, 
During the short period of his administra- 
‘tion, which is to form an era in American 
politics, from what a, height—to what a 
depth—has not the nafional character been 
sunk lout of wuich, whether it shall cy- 
er emerge and recove? its original glory, 
must be determined by their children’s , 
children, to whom the proud heritage of 
that glory was consecrated with bloed. 
For the accumulated mischiefs, however, 
which have, resulted in this. abasement of 
his country, Mr. Jcfierson is not alone cul- 
pable. There is a,Freachman in the de- 
paitinent of state, who has boen nominat- 
ed to succeed him, and whu is chargeable 
with an impériant shave ef those mischiels. 
To Mr. James Madison, more than to any 
other one man, we ave probably indebted 
for that partial, offensive system of foreign 
policy, of which the. Jimbargo is. but an 
abortive despicable bantling, conupaced to 
the full grown whelps and monstersof s- 
bomination which are yet to be brought 
forth. For it will be no bastard fruit of that 
policy if these United States be shortly ut 
war with England, and eventually subju- 
gated by France. The administration has 


no thoughts of the latter, end yet seems _ 
inflexibly fixed on the former. God avert .

One thing, 
at least; we should have gained by .declar- 
ing war against France—By giving her the 
right to treat us as an enemy, we should 
have saved oursclves the disgrace of being 
dragooned end bamboozled out of our righzs 
as her ncrtral ally. 

In its origin, therefore, the Embargo had 
really nothing to authorize it, but the pre- 
vious neglect and misinanagement of our 
own government, in conjunction with the 
lawiess but by us tolerated outrages of the 
French.
